The  Nelson  Hospital,  although  situated  outside  the  Parish  of 
Wimbledon,  deals  with  a  large  number  of  cases  from  that  area.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  statistics  given  on  page  8  that  50%  of  its  in-patients 
and  31%  of  its  out-patients  treated  in  1943  were  Wimbledon  residents. 

The  Nelson  is  the  only  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  Districts  of 
Wimbledon,  Merton  and  Morden  that  has  a  Maternity  Department. 
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Forty-Fourth  Annual  Report 

THE  Council  of  Management  of  the  Hospital  has  pleasure  in  submitting  its 
Report  for  1943  together  with  audited  accounts.  The  latter  showed  a 
credit  ot  £1,702  tor  jl943  against  an  adverse  balance  oi  £848  for  1942.  (The 
1942  figures  of  individual  items  of  Income  and  Expenditure  are  printed  for 
purposes  oi  comparison). 

Special  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Nelson  Hospital  Entertainments 
Committee  consisting  oi  a  body  of  friends  formed  in  19a3  to  raise  funds  for 
the  benefit  of  tne  nospital.  Tne  Committee's  activities  up  to  the  end  of  that 
year  realised  a  profit  oi  £114  tor  which  assistance  the  Council  is  very  grateiul. 
Tne  thanks  oi  the  Council  are  also  due  to  tne  Air  Raid  Wardens  of  Merton 
and  Moraen  tor  their  generous  support  (totalling  £125). 

The  Council  xeels  that  only  a  orief  reference  to  the  Government’s  White 
Paper  on  tne  iuture  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  is  advisaoie.  This  White  Paper 
leaves  tne  position  in  many  ways  obscure,  especially  the  financial  and  adminis¬ 
trative  sides.  Tnose  interested  in  the  survival  ot  the  voluntary  system  are 
urged  to  continue  tne  support  they  have  so  generously  rendered  in  tne  past. 

In  accordance  with  tne  Constitution  and  Rules  a  proportion  of  tne 
18  elective  Memoers  of  Council  retire  at  eacn  annual  general  meeting  and 
are  eligible  ior  re-election.  Those  retiring  in  ly44  are  Mr.  J.  T>.  Cassweil, 
K.C.,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Cassweil,  Rev.  C.  A.  Jordan,  S.J.,  Mr.  VViiliam  Paice, 
Mr.  T.  Mclivenna,  and  tne  Rev.  T.  H.  Voysey  Since  our  last  Report  the 
loiiowmg  have  oeen  elected  members  of  tne  Council,  viz.,  Tne  Rt.  Hon. 
Tord  Doweling,  G.C.B.,  G.C.V.O.,  C.M.G.,  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Jordan,  S.J,,  Mrs, 
E.  M.  Monk,  Mr.  T.  Mclivenna,  Mr.  T.  S.  Nicol  (Retiring  Hon.  Treasurer) 
and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker.  The  seats  vacated  were  previously  held  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Bickerstaff,  S.J.,  Miss  G.  M.  Carver,  Hr.  P.  Deas,  Mr.  William 
nancock,  deed.,  Miss  I.  Jeeves,  deed.,  and  Dr.  W.  Loudon  Strain. 

At  the  1943  Annual  General  Meeting  the  resignation  of  Miss  G.  M.  Carver, 
a  member  of  the  Council  since  1917,  was  received  with  the  greatest  regret, 
and  in  order  to  mark  the  Council’s  appreciation  oi  the  very  valuable  services 
rendered  by  Miss  Carver,  she  was  elected  a  Vice-President. 

Mr.  P.  T.  Oates  has  been  good  enough  to  take  over  the  duties  of  Hon. 
Treasurer  from  Mr.  T.  S.  Nicoi,  to  whom  the  Council  is  much  indebted  for 
six  years'  keen  and  successrui  work. 

It  was  with  great  sorrow  that  the  Hospital  Council  received  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Deas  from  membership  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  from  the 
Council  of  Management.  Dr.  Deas  was  one  oi  the  founders  in  1900  of  the 
Nelson  Hospital  and  it  is  largely  due  to  his  foresight  arid  unconquerable 
spirit  that  the  Hospital  has  reached  its  present  high  state  of  development. 
In  order  that  his  association  with  the  Hospital  (44  years)  should  not  be 
severed  he  has  been  elected  a  Vice-President.  The  affectionate  wishes  of  the 
whole  of  the  Hospital  go  with  him  in  his  retirement. 

The  Council  records  with  very  great  regret  the  passing  away  of  Miss  I.  J. 
Jeeves  who  during  her  membership  of  over  ten  years  rendered  loyal  and 
devoted  service  to  the  Hospital. 

Realising  the  need  for  the  extension  of  the  social  welfare  side  of  the 
Hospital’s  work,  the  Council  decided  to  appoint  an  Out-patient  Almoner,  and 
in  December,  1943,  Mrs.  K.  E.  Wallace,  B.A.,  A.I.H.A.,  took  up  this  appoint¬ 
ment.  The  Almoner’s  functions  cover  a  wide  field.  In  general  her  work  is 
to  assess  the  patients’  needs  and  to  decide  the  best  steps  for  meeting  them. 
In  connection  with  rehabilitation  following  injury,  careful  examination  and 
understanding  of  the  social  and  economic  state  of  the  patient,  as  well  as 
the  physical  condition,  is  required. 

The  Hospital  suffered  grievous  damage  caused  by  incendiaries  in  February 
last  when  a  major  part  of  the  Nurses’  Home  was  destroyed.  Magnificent  work 
was  done  on  our  behalf  by  all  the  various  services,  Staff  and  many  friends, 
and  the  Hospital  Council  records  its  most  grateful  thanks  for  the  splendid 
services  rendered.  As  a  result  of  the  blitz  a  very  good  friend  of  the  Hospital 
has  given  up  a  great  deal  of  his  spare  time  canvassing  the  district  for 
subscriptions  and  donations  and  by  this  means  has  brought  in  over  £200  for 
the  Hospital. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  Association  and  its  kindred  Mending  Guild  have  con¬ 
tinued  their  valuable  work,  which  has  been  complicated  by  the  recent  Air 
Raid  Damage;  to  its  Chairman  and  her  Associates  the  Council  offers  its  sincere 
acknowledgments.  (A  leaflet  giving  an  account  of  the  Association’s  activities 
is  enclosed.) 

Blakesley  House  Property,  adjacent  to  the  Hospital,  has  been  acquired 
by  the  Board  of  Management  for  extension  purposes. 

The  Council  records  its  high  appreciation  of  the  generous  support  afforded 
to  the  Hospital  by  Subscribers  and  Donors,  Social  and  Sports  Clubs,  and  other 
organisations,  and  extends  its  grateful  acknowledgments  to  all  vountary 
workers  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  services.  In  connection  with  the  voluntary 
services  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  assistance  so  ably  rendered 
by  Mr.  William  Paice  who  has  charge  of  the  ration  books  of  the  patients 
and  staff.
